A meteor of peculiar form 


nnd remarkable .splendor moved across the 
sky from north-west to south-east, at that 
hour, which, judging from de,scriptiou.H giv- 
en of it at points widely distant, must have 
hepn of very great size. 
All observer 


agree iit supposing that it passed very near 
the oarth, but the fact that it was Been ivl 
di.stant points at the .name moment nml pre- 
sented everywhere the same appearance, in- 
dieates that the eye. was deceived by its size 
and brightness, nnd that it probably moved 
at a great elevation above the .surface of the 
earth. Wo have Accounts of it from por 
respondents at Greonfield, Holyoke, North- 
ampton and Wetithampton, agreeing sub- 
stantially with the accounts we find of il in 
Ihe papers of its appearance in Hartford, 
N'ew Haven.

Pennsylvania. It is in fact chronicled in 
nearly every exchange paper that has reach- 
ed us since. It was certainly visible over a 
tract a thon<mnd miles in length and five 
hundred in width, and perhaps over a still 
larger one. JH size and distance cannot be 
computed with any accuracy until we know 
the most distant p'oints at which it was vis- 
ible. As it was in full view nt Boston nnd 
Newport, it must also have been seen from 
I he Ocean. We shall have to await the ar- 
rival of the vpsfioh frmu sea be fora knowing 
how fur Knst it was visible. How far Weat 
Soulli and North it could be seen, we shall 
soon learn from the mails. All sorts of wild 
statements are put forth, one authority as- 
sorting that it was not two hundred feet 
high, (vnothcc wesciul thougftnit tnile^. 


When the extreme points at which it was 


observed are known, its height and size can 
be computed. The exact height of the me- 
torn- may not, nt first thought, seem import 
ant, yt;t iij reality it involves t"0 ^yhole 
theory ns to tho uatm'e of these phenomena. 
The common!) received scientific opinion is 
thai they are solid bodies moving in space, 
which take on fire by coming in contact 
with the eavlh'o atino*phuv:e, t^rid aro either 
consumed or ulao extinguished by passing 
out of it. Hut tliia theory requires that all 
meteors Hbull be within "fifty miles of the 
earth, ainoe the atmosphere extends uq 
higher. It' metuoi.'j are proved to be more 
tlum fifty miles higb, some other theory 
must be devised to account for them, The 
present case, therefore, afibrds nn excellent 
opportunity lo teat this question. 


All these descriptions concur as to the 


appearance of tlie meteor, which fieem^ to 
hr,vp pi Denied precisely tbo name aspect 
wherever .seen. There is a discrepancy, 
however, ns to its final disappearance, some 
avowing it to hav.; been silent, others tltat 
it was actoinpnided by an explosion. This 
point U worthy of careful examination.— 
The precise time of its observation nt its 
different points, if compared, may tI\ro\T 
seme light ou iu djstfutce and speed. Sci- 
entific men will do well to make tho most 
of thi.s meteor, ns ono of such magnitude 
and affording such facilities fop investiga- 
tion, himHy occurs twice in a lifetime,

went on its fiery way last Friday evening, 
It evidently waa hearing earth-ward ns it 
went cast. At this point it was, when first 
seen, apparently emerging from a denso 
cloud, tvnd was a ball of lire j then it gave 
out ;v distinct, well defined tail, nnd nn it 
passed along showed variegated coloiy. It 
was sufficiently luminous to cause objects 
to cast shadows, for persons walking had 
their attention attracted upward by suppos* 
ing there was a flight of a rocket or other 
pyrotechnic display.

and out at 10, o'clock on Friday' evening 
witnessed a meteoric display, of unusual 
brilliancy and .beauty. -'If.it bid-been prop- 
erly ad vertiaedj like the',eclipse, it .would 
have received rnore ..general', and apprecia-. 
live attention. "A meteor of peculiar form 
and remarkable splendor moved across the 
sky from north-west to south-east, at that 
hour, which, judging from descriptious.giv- 
en of it at points widely distant, must have 
been of very great size. 'Alt observers 
agree in supposing- that it passed very near 
the earth,, but the fact that it.,.was. seen al 
distant points at the. same moment and pre- 
sented evorywhere the same appearance, in- 
dicates that the eye was deceived .by its size 
nnd brightness, and tb.at.it prob'ably moved 
at a great elevation above the surface of the 
earth. We have accounts of it from cor- 
respondents at Greenfield, Holyoke, North- 
ampton and Westhampton, agreeing sub- 
stantially with the accounts we find of it in 
the papers of its appearance in Hartford, 
New.Havcrj, Boston, New York, Albany 
and Philadelphia. 


As noticed at Springfield, the meteor ap- 


peared of a light blue color in the north- 
west, of so decided a color as to give a blue 
tinge to the features and to the smooth sur- 
face of the river. 
It passed rapidly across 


the heavens, towards the south-east, at an 
elevation of about 4r>°, continuing to grow 
brighter and to change to a bright red as it- 
approached. 
Just before, it reached the 


meridian it appeared to separate into two 
portions, throwing off at the sara.2 time 
brilliant sparks, whicli continued on with 
the larger fragments, forming., a splendid 
rain. The entire time of transit across 
be heavens is variously estimated at from 
balf a minute to two minutes. Our Hol- 
yoke correspondent, who saw the meteor 
from a high hill west of that village, des- 
Bribes the parts as appearing to take the 
form of cones, tlie apex of one following 
he base of the other. The light of the me- 
teor when nearest appeared to be nearly 
cqual to the full moon. 


At some places people thought they 


leard a hissing sound from the meteor as ft 
lassed, und some describe the first cone as 
shooting fire balls from its small end into 
he base of the other, which passed through 
ho ^second eorie and followed on its train 
jehind : but both the hissing and th«se re- 
narkable pyrotechnics may have been ini- 
iginary or very much assisted by the imivg- 
utxtion. Some describe the meteor as be- 
ug stationary for an instant before the 
sxplosion whicli separated it into two cones. 


At some points it was seen of a bright 


orange color, instead of red ; others describe 
t as closely resembling red hot iron. At 
Bedford, K. y., it is described as resembling 
'•two balls of lire or reversed spearheads, 
one behind tlio other, connected bv a liuk 
of Sre something lib; a chain-shot/and fol- 
lowed by a steady train of disjointed, brok- 
en bars of li.gbt or elongated sparks; the 
last ball gave out sparks of fire, most of 
there following in the train, one or tv.'o of 
them diverged, and ^ei'S distinctly visible 
for some seconds." At Philadelpma it is 
described .13 '''several bodies of a greenish 
hue, connected with a belt of flame; a long 
streamer of fire was in its wake." All agree 
that it ipoved more slowly than ordinary 
meteors, and that its progress was on tha't 
account very majestic nnd imposing. Of 
its actual bight none of the accounts give 
us the means of judging, aud aa it has prob- 
ably quenched- itself in the water of the At- 
lantic, its fragments are not likely to be re-

The meteor of Friday night wiia seen 


everywhere 
throughout this stats 
aud 


throughout New'England, JTew Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. It is in fact chronicled in 
nearly every exchange paper that has reach- 
ed us since. It ivas certainly-visible over a 
tract a thousand miles in length and five 
hundred in width, and perhaps over a still 
larger one. Its size and distance cannot be 
computed with any accuracy until ive rjnow 
the most distant points at which it was vis- 
ible. As it was in full view nt Boston nnd 
Newport, it must also hare been seen from 
the Ocean. We shall have to await the ar- 
rival of the vessels from sea hgfora knowing 
how fur Enst it was visible. How far West' 
South and North it could be seen, we shall 
soon learn from the mails. All sorts of wild 
statements are put forth, one authority as- 
serting that it was not two hundred feet 
high, Rnothep several thousand miles. 


When the extreme points at which it was 


observed are known, its height aud size can 
be computed. The exact height of the mc- 
tc-or may not, at first thought, seem import- 
ant, yet ii] recJitj it involves thp whole 
theory as to the nature of' those plienqraena. 
The commonly received scientific opinion is 
that they are solid bodies moving in space, 
which take on fire by coming in contact 
with the earth's atmosphere. £n<i aro-either 
consumed or else extinguished by'passiug 
out of it. 
But this theory requires that ail 


eteors shall be within fifty miles of the 


earth, since the atmosphere extends r-.q 
higher. If meteors are proved to be more 
than fifty' miles high, some other theory 
must be devised to acco.unt fqr thenj, 
Tho 


present case, therefore, at't'ords an excellent 
opportunity to test this question. 


All these descriptions concur 'as to the 


appearance of the meteor, which seems tQ 
EjpfVp pccsen'tod precisely the same aspect 
wherever seen. There is. a . discrepancy, 
however, as to its final disappearance, some 
avowing it to have been silent, others th,i»4 
it was iveoQiupanied by an explqsTqnl This 
point is worthy of careful examination.— 
The precise-time of its observation at its 
different points, if compared, may tjjrqvj" 
some light on its cli.gtaijce and speed. Set-' 
entitle men.\vill do well to make, tho most 
of tin's mete.or, as one of such magnitude 
and affording such facilities for. inyestiga, 
tion, hardly occurs twice in a. lifetime, •
